Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for 
the  year  1937.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year,  along  with  the  vital  statistics. 

The  population  of  the  District  is  estimated  to  be  25,440,  an 
increase  of  400  on  the  previous  year. 

The  Infantile' Death  Rate  is  31  per  1,000  births  against  64.2 
per  1,000  for  the  previous  year  ; a most  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  15.21  per  1,000  of  the  population  against 
14.07  for  the  previous  year. 

Two-hundred  and  forty-two  deaths  took  place  during  the  year, 
115  males  and  127  females,  the  Death  Rate  being  9.51  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  During  the  previous  year  there  were  287  deaths, 
the  Death  Rate  being  11.06  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Thirty-one  deaths  were  ascribed  as  due  to  Cancer  as  against 
39  in  the  previous  year. 

There  were  no  deaths  ascribed  as  due  to  Zymotic  causes. 

The  Schools  of  the  District  have  been  visited  and  inspected 
on  several  occasions,  none  of  them  have  had  to  be  closed  during 
the  year  on  account  of  any  epidemic  Disease.  Year  by  year  I 
bring  to  your  notice  the  unsatisfactory  condition  of  the  Boys’ 
School,  at  Kilburn,  which  is  a Chapel  School,  and  has  been  used 
as  a temporary  measure  for  the  last  si.xteen  years.  The  School 
itself  is  a disgrace  to  the  County  and  the  lavatory  accommodation 
appalling.  The  remaining  schools  are  modern  or  fairly  so  and  are 
maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

The  cow-byres  of  the  district  have  been  under  constant  super- 
vision by  your  officials.  Many  improvements  are  taking  place  in 
them  year  by  year,  and  as  1 have  stated  in  previous  reports  in  my 
opinion  we  have  cow-sheds  in  this  area  of  a very  high  standard  and 
compare  most  favourably  with  those  in  any  other  area. 

The  sewering  of  Kilburn,  Denby  and  Horsley  has  been  under 
discussion  during  the  year.  Plans  have  been  put  forward  by  the 
Engineers  and  early  in  the  New  Year  an  enquiry  will  be  held 
by  an  Official  from  the  Ministry  of  Health.  The  same  state  of 
affairs  is  present  at  Oakerthorpe  and  I shall  be  very  pleased  when 
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this  Ministry  of  Health  Enquiry  is  held  and  we  can  commence 
sewering  this  part  of  the  district,  where  the  brook  course  is  now 
practically  an  open  sewer. 

Many  parts  of  the  district  are  at  times  very  short  of  water. 
I am  hoping  to  see  Crich,  Lea  & Holloway  getting  a better  supply 
when  this  Council  can  come  to  terms  with  the  Alfreton  Urban 
District  Council.  An  enquiry  was  held  at  Crich,  by  an  Official 
from  the  Ministry  relating  to  this  supply,  and  when  the  award 
comes  through  I am  sure  we  shall  be  able  to  get  a better  and  more 
satisfactory  supply  of  water  for  this  area.  Shottle  Gate  is  badly 
in  need  of  water  and  I hope  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  we 
shall  be  able  to  get  a supply  for  this  area  from  the  Helper  Urban 
District  Council. 

An  enquiry  was  held  during  the  year  relating  to  extensions 
to  the  Duffield  Outfall  works.  When  these  take  place,  and  re- 
modelling of  same,  I am  sure  a very  good  piece  of  work  will  have 
been  accomplished. 

The  Camping  Sites  at  Whatstandwell  have  been  under  the 
constant  supervision  of  your  officials  during  the  summer  months, 
and  now  the  New  Act,  relating  to  camps,  is  in  force  ; next 
year  I am  sure  we  shall  find  it  of  great  benefit  and  the  hygienic 
conditions  of  these  sites  much  improved. 

I should  like  again  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
the  Clerk  (Mr.  George  Pym)  for  their  continued  confidence  and 
courtesy,  and  also  Mr.  Laycock  and  Mr.  Cooper,  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors,  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

1,033  feet  obove  O.D.  at  Ashleyhay. 

The  Southern  part  of  the  district  is  not  so  hilly  and  is  largely 
agricultural  and  residential.  The  altitude  varies  from  240  feet  to 
1,003  feet  above  O.D.

Scarlet  Fever. 

Forty- seven  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  against 
seventy  for  the  previous  year.  Of  this  number  twenty-eight  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  The  cases  were  scattered  all 
over  the  district  and  in  many  cases  were  mild  in  cnaracter.  There 
were  no  deaths  ascribed  to  this  malady. 

Diphtheria. 

During  the  year  there  were  9 cases  brought  to  my  notice 
against  1 for  the  previous  year  and  8 for  the  year  1935.  All  the 
cases  were  scattered  over  the  district,  but  Smalley  claimed  4.  All 
the  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  were  cured. 

Pneumonia. 

During  the  year  22  cases  were  brought  to  my  notice  against 
16  for  the  previous  year,  only  2 were  removed  to  hospital,  the 
remainder  being  nursed  at  home.

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ANNUAL  R£PORT  Op  THE  SANITARY  INSPECTORS, 
Year  ended,  December  31st,  1937. 


Administration.  The  Rural  District  of  Belper  is  divided 
for  the  purpose  of  administration  into  two  Districts,  each  under  the 
supervision  of  Dr.  Allen,  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  a Sanitary 
Inspector  is  appointed  to  each  of  the  two  areas,  with  separate 
ofhces,  away  from  the  central  office,  and  situated  fairly  centrally  in 
their  districts.  No  clerical  assistance  is  employed. 

Water  Supplies.  No  new  schemes  of  supply  have  been 
carried  out  during  th3  year,  consequently  there  is  little  to  add  to 
remarks  of  previous  years  regarding  conditions  at  Crich,  Hazel- 
wood, Shipley  and  Turnditch. 

Water  samples  were  taken  on  13  occasions  (10  for  chemical 
and  3 for  bacteriological  examination)-  The  chemical  results 
showed  8 to  be  satisfactory  and  2 of  doubtful  character. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Apart  from  new  sewers  laid  for 
estate  development  at  the  expense  of  the  owners,  no  new  works 
have  been  put  in  hand  during  the  year. 

The  schemes  for  Duffield,  Denby,  Kilburn,  Horsley,  and 
Shipley  are  still  in  course  of  preparation,  and  consequently  the 
cesspools  at  Lower  Kilburn  hive  again  claimed  a great  deal  of 
attention.  Until  the  sewerage  scheme  for  this  area  is  operative  the 
very  serious  nuisance  cannot  be  finally  abated. 

Rivers  and  Streams.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  no  serious 
flooding  has  occurred  in  the  Duflield  area.  Schemes  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  Ecclesbourne  have  been  before  the  responsible 
Committee,  but  owing  to  the  high  estimated  cost,  were  not  favour- 
ably received. 

Two  brook  water  samples  were  taken  and  proved  very  satis- 
factory.

Scavenging.  The  scavenging  arrangements  in  the  district  are 
as  in  theprevious  year,  viz.  : 11  parishes  are  scavenged  in  some 
form  by  contract  and  4 parishes  by  direct  labour,  all  of  which 
function  satisfactorily. 

The  scheme  for  the  removal  of  nightsoil  in  Kirk  Langley  did 
not  materialise,  as  not  one  tender  for  the  work  was  received  in 
response  to  the  advertisement.  A modification  of  the  scheme  will 
be  attempted  next  year.  The  tips  are  p riodically  baited  with 
poisons,  according  to  the  extent  of  infestation. 


The  22  slaughter-houses  in  the  District 
continue  to  be  well  adniinistered,  and  the  class  of  animal 
slaughtered  is  usually  of  good  quality.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds.  Improvements  are  constantly  tak- 
ing place  to  the  cowsheds  or  dairies  in  the  District,  and  the 
standard  achieved  may  be  stated  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 
Cleanliness  is  a question  of  labour,  and  this  presents  a problem 
on  the  smaller  farms. 

In  spite  of  this  we  have  to  record  that  the  County  Medical 
Officer  reports  an  increase  of  18  farms  where,  during  the  year, 
an  “ accredited  milk  licence  ” has  been  granted.

Bakehouses.  The  6 bakehouses  in  the  District  are  for  retail 
business  and  generally  well  kept. 

In  connection  with  general  cleanliness,  we  desire  to  comment 
upon  the  practice  of  many  firms  from  adjoining  areas  who  dis- 
tribute bread  without  any  form  of  wrapping,  from  delivery  vans. 
The  drivers  of  both  horse  and  motor  vans  take  an  assortment  of 
loaves  on  trays  or  baskets  without  any  covering  to  the  customers’ 
doors,  and  in  the  open,  whether  wet  or  fine,  display  the  goodsi 
In  the  event  of  the  customer  being  out,  we  have  seen  loaves 
left  on  the  doorstep  or  window  bottom,  a practice  which  definite- 
ly should  not  be  tolerated.  In  these  days,  when  almost  every- 
thing is  delivered,  it  should  be  possible  to  build  into  the  rear 
house  wall  a suitable  cast-iron  cupboard,  with  a door  opening 
outwards,  and  another  into  the  kitchen  where  goods  could  be 
deposited,  thus  obviating  the  necessity  of  “ doorstep  ” delivery.
